(JiNClNNXTi, Sept. '¿4.—A local paper 
publishes a siipied article from Benatoi 
John Hhennau, dated at Mansfield, in 
which he replies to Mr. Bryan and 
others who refer to the “ crime of ’73.” 
tkmator Sherman says that many pages 
of The Oongressioual Record show in 
disputable proofs that the clause iu the 
ac*t of 1878 stopping the coinage of the 
silver dollar was not surreptitiously 
and clandestinely passed throagh con 
gress. 
The senator reviews this history of 
that legislation showing that there was 
an unusually long agitation, not only in 
both branches of congress, but also in 
the committees uf both houses and also 
in the treasury department before the 
bill was preiiared. Ths senator says : 
“ I have never been able to see what 
motive could have existed for secrecy iu 
this matter. On Ainil 25 , 1870, when 
the bill was sent to the committee on 
flnanwijby the secretary of the tn*asury 
the silver dollar was worth $1.0812 in 
the markets of the world. Germany 
had not ret sold her silver or adopted 
the gold standard. There was no indi­ 
cation whatever uf the fall of silver, 
and no one could forettec that it was 
destined to rapidly decline in price. 
No oue asked to have the dollar coined 
and no one was opposed to its discon­ 
tinuance.”

bill il4elf that were ordered printed 
for distribution. The bill was studied 
by many men outside of cougrees dur­ 
ing the three years or more of its c« n- 
sideratiou, and many of these financiers 
were given hoarinm on this bill before 
the committee. The secretary of the 
treasury iu his annual repmrtsof '70. 
’71 aud '7 2 called the special attention 
of congress to this bill. In his report 
of 1872 the seciTtary of the treasury 
said: 
“ I suggest such alteration as 
will prohibit the coinage of the silver 
dollar for circulation in this country,” 
dwelling 
his reasons therefor at 
length. 
This bill came to congress 
Ajnil *26, 1870, and became a law Feb. 
12 . 1878, nearly three years after its in­ 
troduction and during which time it 
was constantly before the public. 
The 
senator oonclad^ his article thus; 
“ There was not only nothing secret 
or surreptitious in the passage of the 
ai*t of 1873, but every step accompany­ 
ing its origin, introduction, considera­ 
tion and piuisage received as much pub­ 
licity as could be given to a bilL But 
the silver dollar was out of circulation 
long before the law of 1878 was enacted. 
It was a thing of the post, lost to sight; 
conceived by Hamilton in 
1793, sus­ 
pended by Jefferson in 1806 , practically 
demonetized by Benton and the men of 
1884 under Andrew Jackson, ignm'ed 
by two generations, except as a conven­ 
ience for the exportation of « Iver bull­ 
ion, and called back to the mind of the 
C sent generation only because silvei 
fallen in price and is deemed more 
valuable as coin than as bullion. Nevei 
was a more nnjust or unwarrantable 
charge made than that the act of 1878 
was passed secr^lT, by stealth, and 
with the objeict of oonoealing any jmrt 
of it from the pnbUo."

C in c in n a t i, Sept. 24.—A local paper 
publishes a signed article from Hcnatoi 
John Sherman, dated at Mansfield, In 
which he replies to Mr. Bryan and 
others who refer to the “crime of *78.” 
Senator Sherman says that many pages 
of The Congressional Record show in­ 
disputable proofs that the clause iu the 
act of 1873 stopping the coinage of t he 
silver dollar was not surreptitiously 
and clandestinely passed through con­ 
gress. 
The senator reviews this history of 
that legislation showing that then* was 
an unusually long agitation, not only in 
both branches of congress, but also in 
the committees of both houses and also 
in the treasury department before the 
bill was prepared. The senator says ; 
“I have never been able to see what 
motive could have existed for secrecy in 
this matter. 
On April 25, 1870, when 
the bill was sent to the committee on 
flnauoejby the secretary of the treasury 
the silver dollar was worth $1.0313 in 
the markets of the world. Germany 
had not yet sold her silver or adopted 
the gold standard. There was no indi­ 
cation whatever of the fall of silver, 
and no one coaid foresee that it was 
destined to rapidly decline in price. 
No one asked to have the dollar coined 
and no oue was opposed to its discon 
tin nance.” 
The senator refers to the frequent 
messages between the treasury depart 
ment aud the committees and the un­ 
usually large number of copies of the 
reports 
on 
the bill 
and 
of 
the 
bill itself that were ordered printed 
for distribution. 
The bill was studied 
by many men outside of congress dur 
mg the three years or more of its con 
aideratiou, and many of these financiers 
were given hearings on this bill before 
the committee. 
The secretary of the 
treasury in his annual reports of *70. 
’71 and ’72 called the special attention 
of congress to this bill. In his report 
of 1872 the secretary of the treasury 
said: 
“ I suggest such alteration ae 
will prohibit the coinage of the silver 
dollar for circulation in this country,” 
dwelling upon his reasons therefor at 
length. 
This bill came to congress 
April 26, 1870, and became a law Feb. 
12, 1878, nearly three years after its in­ 
troduction and daring which time it 
■ was constantly before the public. 
The 
senator concludes his article th u s: 
“There was uot only nothing secret 
or surreptitious in the passage of the 
at't of 1878, but every step accompany­ 
ing its origin, introduction, considera­ 
tion and passage received as much pub­ 
licity as could be given to a bilk 
But 
the silver dollar was out of circulation 
long before the law of 1878 was enacted. 
It was a thing of the past, lost to sight; 
conceived bv Hamilton in 1792, sus­ 
pended by Jefferson in 1806, practically 
demonetized by Benton and the men of 
1884 nuder Andrew Jackson, ignored 
by two generations, except as a conven­ 
ience for the exportation of silver bull­ 
ion, and called back to the mind of the 
present generation only because silvei 
has fallen in price and is deemed more 
valuable as coin than as bullion. Nevei 
was a more unjust or unwarrantable 
charge made than that the act of 1878 
was passed secretly, by stealth, and 
with the object of concealing any part 
of it from the public.”
